3  grains,  native  cinnabar  and  fait  of  am- 
ber each  4  gains,  to  each  dole,  to  be 
taken  in  the  morning  in  mobiles  ;  alfo, 
give  him  a  decoction  of  tea  made  of  fa- 
laparilla  root  and  guiacum  chips, [com- 
monly called  lignum  vita:  dull.]  If  the 
patient  is  actually  labouring  under  the 
fymptoms  of  hydrophobia,  give  the  feve- 
ral remedies  more  frequently  ;  if  foon 
after  the  bite,  as  above.  If  the  patient 
actually  has  the  diforder,  when  firft  at- 
I  tended  to,  repeat  the  remedies  until  he 
recovers  ;  if  immediately  after  the  bite, 
it  will  be  neceffary  to  attend  him  three 
weeks,  which  generally,  clears  him  from 
infection.  His  diet  mufl  be  light,  and 
eafy  of  digeftion,  generally,thoiigh  he  may 
_  make  a  moderate  ufe  of  animal  food  ; 
!i  but  he  mud  entirely  avoid  the  ufe  of  fpi- 
ritoua  liquor*.  The  above  is  the  general 
plan  1  follow.

Amongfl  the  various  natural  curiofi  ies 
with  whichpur  country  aboundsthe  Cum- 
berland fall  of  water  may  be  ranked  a- 
mong  the  iirft.  It  is  one  of  tliofe  ftupen- 
duous  works  of  nature  which  at  the  fame 
time  fills  the  mind  both  with  pleafure 
and  aftoniihment.  Notwithstanding  this 
mighty  cataract  which  is  fituate  not 
more  than  one  hundred  mi'es  below  the 
ford  near  the  turn-pike,  a  (hart  diftance 
above  the  mouth  of  Rock-Cattle,  and  not 
far  from  fome  of  the  Southern  fettle- 
ments  in  this  (late,  very  few  have  either 
fetn,Or  even  heard  of  it  ;  owing,  it  is  faid, 
to  the  impofTibility  of  approaching  it  with 
any  degree  of  convenience,  in  any  other 
way  than  by  water,  it  being  furrounded 
by  almo.l  iiiaccellible  clifTs.  The  follow- 
ing is  a  description  of  this  fall,  as 
well  as  of  the  laud  &c.  in  the  vicinity,  bv 
Capt.  William  Hogan,  a  gentleman  whole 
veracity  may  be  relied  on,  and  who  vifit- 
ed  it  about  the  beginning  of  the  prefent 
month  : — 

"  The  falls  of  Cumberland  river  are 
about  one  hundred  miles  below  the  ford 
at  th*  turn-pike,  and  above  the  mouth  of 
Rock-Caftle  creek;  the  navigation  to 
them  is  fine,  and  the  lands  on  each  fide 
of  the  river  of  good  quality,  until  you 
arrive  within  about  ten  miles  of  the  falls, 
except  where  the  hills  bind  on  the  river  ; 
but  generally  better  on  the  fouth-vveft 
or  Indian  fide,  than  on  the  north  eaft. 
For  about  ten  miles  above  the  falls,  the 
land  is  forry  on  both  fides.  At  the  falls 
there  is  about  one  acre  of  land  on  the 
north-eaft  fide,  which  is  level  but  poor  ; 
the  growth  of  which  is  common  pine, 
fprucc  pine,  elm,  chefnut,  and  fome  pop- 
lars. The  main  fall  of  the  water  is  over 
a  rock,  whofe  perpendicular  height  is 
about  forty  feet;  and  within  one  hundred 
yards  above  the  rock,  the  water  falls  about 
ten  feet,  making  in  the  whole  a  fall  of 
about  fifty  feet.  The  agitation  of  the 
water,  falling  from  fo  great  a  height  up- 
on the  rocks  below,  caufes  a  great  quan- 
tity of  it  to  rife  in  vapour,  which  has 
the  appearance  of  a  continual  fog,  and 
keeps  every  fabftance  wet  where  it  is 
driven  bv  the  air.  The  appearance  of 
the  Rainbow  in  its  brighteft  colors  may 
be  eonftantly  feen,  whilft  the  fun  (bines 
on  this  vapour,  if  the  Station  of  the  l'pec- 
tator  is  between  it  and  the  fun.

hat  after  the-  atf.nr  oFthT  ijjjfcot  March, 
the  army  took  a  pofi  ion  about  four  miles 
from  Alexandria,  having  a  fandy  plain  in 
the  front,  the  fea  on  their  right,  and  the 
canal  of  Alexandria  (at  prefent  dry)  and 
and  the  lake  of  Aboukir  on  their  left. 
In  this  poiition  we  remained,  without  anv 
material  occurrence  taking  place  until 
the  21ft  March,  when  the  enemy  attack- 
ed us  with  nearly  the  whole  of  their,  force, 
amounting  probably  to  1 1  or  1 2000  men. 
Of  fourteen  demi-brigades  of  infantry, 
which  the  French  have  in  this  country, 
twelve  appear  to  have  been  engaged,  and 
all  their  cavalry,  with  the  exception  of 
one  regiment. 

The  en^my  made  the  following  difpofi- 
tion  of  their  army  — 

Gen.  Lanufle  was  on  their  left,  with 
four  demi-brigades  of  infantry,  and  a  con- 
liderable  body  of  cavalry,  commanded  by 
Gen.  Roize  :  Generais  Friant  and  Ram'- 
p«n  were  in  the  centre,  with  five  demi- 
brigades  :  Gen.  Regnier  on  the  right, 
with  two  demi-brigades,  and  two  regi- 
ment* of  cavalry:  Gen.  D'Eftaign  com- 
manded the  advanced  guard,  confiding  of 
one  denii-brigade,  fome  light  troops,  and 
a  detachment  of  cavalry. 

The  action  commenced  about  an  hour 
before  day  light,  by  a  falfc  attack  on  our 
left,  which  war-  under  Major-Gcneral 
Graddock's  command,  when  thev  were 
loon  rcpulfed.  The  moll  vigorous  ef- 
torts  of  the  enemv  were,  however,  di- 
rected againft  our  right,  which  they  had 
ufed  every  poifihle  exertion  to  turn. 
The  attack  on  that  point  was  begun  with 
impetuofity  by  the  French  infantry,  fuf- 
tained  by  a  ftrong  body  of  cavalry,  who 
charged  in  column.  They  were  received 
by  our  troops  with  equal  ardor,  and  the 
u  tin  oft  fteadinefs  and  dHcipline.  The 
conteft  was  unufuallv  obllinatc;  the  en- 
emy were  twice  rcpulfed,  and  their  caval- 
ry were  repeatedlv  mixed  with  our  in- 
fantry. They  at  length  retired,  leaving 
a  prodigious  number  of  dead  and  wound-  1 
ed  on  the  field. 

While  this  was  palling  on  the  right, 
they  attempted  to  penetrate  our  centre  | 
with  a  column  of  infantry,  who  were  al 
lo  rcpulfed,  and  obliged  to  retreat  with 
lofs.

"  We  have  taken  about  two  hundred 
prifoners  (not  wounded  ;)  but  it  was  im- 
poflible  to  purfue  our  viclory  on  account 
of  our  inferioty  in  cavalry,  and  becauk 
the  French  had  lined  the'  oppefite  hills 
with  cannon  under  which  they  retired. 
We  alio  have  fuffered  confiderably  ;  few 
more  fevere  actions  have  ever  beev 
fought,  confidering  the  numbers  engaged 
on  both  fides  :  we  have  fullained  an  ir- 
reparable lofs  in  the  perfon  of  our  never 
fufficiently  to  be  lamented  commander  in 
chief,  Sir  Ralph  Abercrombie,  who  was 
mortally  wounded  in  the  action,  and  died 
on  the  28th  of  March.
